Temperatures for Sponge 
a 2. 

A contemporary recently printed two 
sponge cake recipes received from 
réaders. Thinking we could kill one 
‘or two blackbirds of doubt as to why 
people fail in their sponge cake mak- 
ing we baked the two different cakes, 
one after the other. Thereby one of 
our favorite conclusions was verified, 
to the effect that most people use too 
hot an‘ oven for baking cake, and too 
many of the sponge cake recipes ad- 
visea baking temperature that is a 
little..too high. for the best resulta. 
But if we go on making these com- 
merits we shall not have space for the 
recipes, r for the comments Ahat 
went with them. We can at least give 
the best one of the two, or the 
one producing a fine cake, while the 
other was a shrinking violet sort of 
poor cake. The best recipe reads: 

“Pour eggs separated, one cup of 
boiling water, two cups of sugar, two 
and one-half cups of flour, one and 
one-fourth teaspoon of baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon of vanilla. Beat the 
egg yolks until lemon colored, add the 


: cup. of boiling water slowly, beating 
constantly and adding sugar, a little; 


at a time. Sift-the flour with baking 
powder and stir into the mixture. Add 
vanilla. Beat the egg whites quite 
stiff and fold them into the mixture 
last of all. Turn into an ungreased 
tube pan and bake in a slow oven for 
30 minttes, and then at 350 for a sec- 
ond half hour.”
